The commercial water-glass solu­ 
tion may be obtained from any drug 
store at a cost of about 20 cents a 
puart Mix 1*2 quarts of this solution 
with eighteen quarts of pure water. t 
W ater which has been boiled is prefer- \ 
able. 
Stir these until they aie thor- 1 
oughly mixed. 
Two eight-gallon jars 
are sufficient for thirty dozen eggs, us­ 
ing the amount of soluiion as prescrib- j 
ed above. 
After the water-glass is 
thoroughly mixed divide it into the 
vessels to be used. 
Be sure that the | 
vessels art? absolutely clean. Place the 
eggs in the water-glff* 3, see that the ¡ 
tups eggs are covered by at least two 
inches of the liquid, and cover the 
jars to prevent evaporation. 
Place 
them in a cool place where they will j 
be undisturbed during the year. 
Preserve only absolutely fresh eggs. 1 
Stale eggs will not keep in any pre­ 
servative. 
Have your preservative 
rei dy to put the fri sh tggs iuto as you j 
get them. 
If you are in doubt as to j 
their freshness, candle them, or see j 
if they sink when place d in a dish of I 
water. 
If any egg sinks it is reason- 
abiy fresh.
